rific Explosion in an Under- 
ground Railway Tunnel. 
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A Large Number of People Seriously tnjured 
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The Explosives Used—Clearing Up the 


_ Wreck of the Train—Looking for the Per- 
 petrators—What O'Donovan Rossa Says 


About It. 


Lonpon, October 31.—Further details of 
the mysterious explosions at the Praed Street 
and Charing Cross Statibns of the Under- 
ground Railway, last evening, strengthen the 
belief that it was a vile plot, having for its 
object wholesale assassination. The first 
explosion occurred shortly after 8 p. m. At 
that hour a number of passengers were wait- 
ing at the Charing Cross Station. The plat- 
form was crowded with persons who were 
on the way home from the Fisheries Exhibi- 
tion. There was the usual bustle and noise 
incident to a large crowd. Suddenly.a great 
shock was felt, accompanied by 8 low, 
rumbling noise. Soon after, volumes of 
black smoke poured out of the entrance of 
the tunnel. The Great Western train had 
just left the Westminster station, and it 
was supposed fora while that it had been 
blown to picces. When an entrance could 
be made into the tunnel, it was 
discovered that the rails . were 
in their place, but that the ballast 
had been rooted up in spots. The conductor 
of the Great Western, who was just entering 
the van, describes the noise as resembling 
a discharge of artillery. Part of the ma- 
sonry of the tunnel had been torn down, 
and was piled in heaps on the road way. All 
was darkness and confusion. 
The signal telegraph wires had been torn 
down, and = ail lighting apparatus 
had been destroyed by the explosion. 
The windows of the signaling stations in 
the tunnel were shattered, and at Charing 
Cross the glass roof of the station collapsed 
and fell in. The refreshment room was 
almost a wreck and the utmost excitement 
prevailed. . 
At about the same hour 
ANOTHER TERRIBLE EXPLOSION 

occured near the Praed Street Underground 
Station of the Metropolitan Railway. A train 
which had arrived from the Mansion House 
afew minutes previously, had scarcely en- 
tered the tunnel when the report was heard. 
The cas was immediately extinguished, and 
above the noise of the breaking of glass and 
timbers ccu!d be heard the shouts of the pas- 
sengers in the crowded cars. Persons who 
were in the train say. that the report was 
followed by immediate darkness, while glass 
and spiinters flew about the cars, cutting 
and wounding the passengers. 

Although the concussion had smashed all 
the lamps, and the roadway was more or less 
injured, the train proceeded slowly to Edzge- 
ware Road station. Here the first attempt 
was made to rescue the injured. Many of 
the passengers were so terribly frighterf®d 
as tobe helpless. Some were found to be 
dreadfully burned. Many were carried on 
litters up stairs from the tunnel 
and were taken to St. Mary’s Hospital. , 
Others were carried to the chemists’ shops, 
while the greater number were able to con- 
tinue their journey without help. A large 
number of police had gathered, and aided 
in preserving order. Physicians had been 
summoned in numbers, and the wounded 
were attended to as rapidly as possible. The 
Praed Street Station explosion was the more 
destructive of the two, and in both it is now 
estimated that at least 40 persons were seri- 
ously injured. 

At first the theory was that an accidental 
explosion of gas was the trouble. This was 
disproved, however, by the fact that the 
cylinders, which had been burning many 
hours, were nearly empty. The other sup- 
position, that an accumulation of foul air 
was what brougnt on the explosion, is not 
relied upon, One reason is that the rear 
cars were injured most, many of them being 
reduced to splinters. The explanation given 
by the railwap officials is that the 

CAUSE OF THE DISASTER 
Was explosive material placed in the rear 
carriages of each train. It is now assert- 
ed that several infernal machines, resem- 
bling rocks, were found in the tunnel near 
the Praed Street Station. Six carriages in 
all were destroyed by this latter explosion. 
Thisarorning, it is supposed that the number 
gt “the victims will exceed forty, as many 


‘persons have been carried to their homes the 


extent of whose injuries have not yet been 
ascertained. The explosion is generally be- 
lieved to have been caused by the Fenians, 
although there are no clews as yet which 
point towards the guilty parties, 
CLEANING UP THE RUBBISH 

LONDON, October 31.—The excitement over 
the explosions on the underground railway 
line last evening is very great. A large 
number of policemen, under special instruc- 
tions, Were on duty ali night at the various 
railway stations and guarding the line. A 
heavy force also watched the Houses of 
Parliament and other public buildings. The 
explosion at Charing Cross occurred ata 
distance of 200 yards west of the station. 
There was no train there at the time. The 
walls of the tunnel were battered, but the 
rails were not misplaced. The windows in 
the station were blown out, but the roof was 
not damaged. No person was hurt there. 
At the Praed Street Station the force of the 
explosion was terrible, Although workmen 
have been busily engaged all night 

REMOVING THE DEBRIS, 
they have not yet finished their task, nor 
has the damage at that place been repaired, 
The tunnel there was not destroyed; but a 
deep hole was excavated in the road-bed, the 
brick work was blown out, and the gas-pipes 
and telegraph lines broken. The refresh- 
ment saloon was wrecked, and the windows 
of the other rooms of the station smashed. 
The explosion occurred immediately under a 
passing train, forty yards west of the sta- 
tion. All the persons injured were in the 
jast twocarriages. The — 
TWENTY-EIGHT PERSONS WOUNDED 

were taken to St. Mary’s Hospital. Four of 
them were, seriously hurt, but they passed a 
favorable night, and are expected to recover, 
Others were able to gu to their homes dur- 
ing the night. Both explosions. occurred 
about 8:10 in the evening. 

SEARCHING FOR THE PERPETRATORS, 

Lonpow, October 31.--All the 
and the Metropolitan 
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police deny that any rockets or cartridges 
have been found near the scene of the ex- 
plosions. No traces were discovered of the 
nature of the explosives. . It has been ascer- 
tained that the explosions could not have 
been caused by coal gas. No clew to the 
persons causing the explosions have been 
obtained. Major Majendie of the Board of 
Trade is now (11 a. m.) making ‘an examina- 
tion of the scene of the explosions at Charing 
Cross Station. Trains are running as usual 


this morning. 
BELIEFS AS TO THE EXLOSIVES. 


LONDON, 3P.M., October 31.—No explo- |} 


sive matter has yet- been found at the Praed 
Street Station. The inspector from the 
Home office viewed the scene of the explo- 
sion there, and afterwards examined the 
damaged train. He expressed the opinion 
that cartridges made of the first order of 
explosives, such as gun-cotton, were used. 
The guard states that, while looking out of 
the car window just after the train 
left the Praed Street Station, he saw 
some sparks nearly underneath the car- 
riage, and immediately afterwards heard 
the explosion. The explosive used at the 
Charing .Cross Station was small in 
quantity, andis not believed to. have been 


dynamite. 
WHAT O'DONOVAN ROSSA SAYS. 


New York, October 31. — O’Donovan 
Rossa states that the explosions yesterday 
in the Underground Railway of London, were 
the work of the Fenian Brotherhood. Lop- 
don would bein ashes, he said, before long 
unless Englana gave up Ireland. New 
developments might be expected at any 
moment, for it was now the purpose of the 
brotherhoad to reduce England to submis- 
sion.

New York, October 31.—The failures of 

Morris Ranger and R. H. Forman & Co., 
cotton brokers, Liverpool, do not cause any 
concern in this city. At the New York Cot- 
ton Exchange it was said no effect was 
looked for in the American market. M. B. 
Fielding, president of the Cotton Exchange, 
expressed the opinion that the New 
York market will not be  aftected‘ 
by the Liverpool failures. He considers the 
absence of the marginal clause in the con- 
tracts entered into in the Liverpool market 
as inaking these transactions more risky, 
while the American system of calling for 
margins tends to keep parties up with the 
market of the day and prevents any material 
loss to any individual.

“PATENT” PLEADING, 


Judge Treat Defers to Authority, but 
Grumbles in Doing So. 

ln the United States Circuit Court, this 
morning, Judge Treat rendered the following 
decision in the case of McMillan vs. the St. 
Louis and Mississippi Valley Transportation 
Company: **There is a . demurrer 
in this and several other cases 
all pertaining to the same questions. 


The contention as to the first point is, that 
the United States Supreme Court (Root ys. 
Railway Company, 105 U. S, Rep,, 180) es- 
establisbes the doctrine that where a 
patentee seeks merely a stipulated royalty 
or license, he cannot proceedin equity for 
an infringement. That case was where dam- 
ages were sought to be recovered for an in- 
fringement made against an expired patent, 
before the expiration thereof. It does not, 
nor does any other case known to the 
court, oust re lggin of jurisdiction 
against an infringer where an injunction is 
sought pending the life of a patent. Hence 
the demurrer as to that point is as to the in- 
sufficiency of the bill for defective descrip- 
tion of the patent and the alleged infringe- 
ment. The only description in the bDiil is 
that McMillan “‘was the true, original and 
first inventor ofa certain new and “useful 
improved application of steam power to the 
capstan of vessels not known or used before.’ 
The allegations as to infringement are: 
“That tie defendant is now constructing, 
using and selling steam-power capstans for 
vessels in some parts thereof substantially 
the same in construction and operation as in

Col. Churchill 
says that Conductor Whalen told him that 
the young girl whom he saw, and who want- 
ea to go to Buffalo, had informed him that 
she had relatives living there on a certain 
street—that her father was a_ liveryman. 
Mary Charchill has no relatives in Buffalo, 
and. so far as the Colonel is aware, she did 
not know the names of any streets in Buffalo. 
Mrs. Shorteli whom, it is alleged, Mary in- 
quired for at the station in Decatur, was for 
n'ne years a domesticin the house of Col. 
Churchill. Her maiden name was Sallie 
Carr. Being in the house so long, she be- 
camea kind of friend and confidante of 
Mary’s. She had an aunt living in Decatur, 
whom she was accustomed to visit occasion- 
ally. It was during one of these visits, about 
two years ago, that she married this 
Mr. Shortell, who was moulder 
by profession.

DYNAMITE. 

Two explosions of dynamite occurred in 
London yesterday on the track of the Under- 
ground Railway, which: resulted in loss of 
life andlimb to a number of inoffensive 
people, The explosions were not accidental. 
Proof enough has been found to make that 
much clear. But what devilish and cruel 
folly could drive men with a spark of hu- 
manity in their natures to the perpetration 
of such an atrocious crime is a mystery. 
What end could possibly be gained by 
wrecking trains loaded with working people? 
Suppose that a million of English men And 
women guietly guing about their business 
could be mangléd to death, who would be 
benefited? There seems to be an insanity 
at work among modérn political secret 
societies which hurries men to the most 
dreadful foolishness, . 

There has been enough said by American 
blatherskites to justify any suspicion 
against the lrish Revolutionary movement. 
The most Satanic folly has been poured into 
the press by alleged Irishmen until the 
world will accept any political crime as their 
natural and congenial work. English com- 
merece is to be crippled by infernal machines 
which will explode a vessel in mid-ocean. 
The enemy is to be harried by all “the re- 
sources of civilization.”” It is talk like this 
which naturally results in a dastardly out- 
rage like that of yesterday being imputed to 
the Irish revolution. 

Surely the, Irish character must have 
changed from its open, gallant, dare-devil 

moods of old, if it can burrow like the mole 
in darkness and stealth to explode an infernal 
machine among heipless women and children. 
The invention of dynamite seems to have 
extinguished conscience. In Russia and in 
Great Britain it is the confessed instrument 
by which wrongs are to be righted. We are 
told that war exists between Ireland and 
England, that one country is fighting with 
the rope and the other replying with chem- 
istry, and outrages are growing so common 
that we in America are becoming dulled to 
the awful! significance of them. 

Moral support of thisclumsy and bungling 
system of wholesale assassination; moral 
apathy in the face of such cowardly and 
brutal murder is unworthy of America. 

Were Ireland fighting on the field for her 
freedom, no matter how small a handful of 
patriots were standing up like men for lib- 
erty and nationality, then might they make 
a holocaust of every English city with some 
show of reason, with some better argument 
than insanity. But to carry murder into the 
towns of England, causeless, futile murder, 

merits the execration of mankind. 

They cannot win by it. A little more, a very 
little more dynamite and the English will 
be thrown into one of those rayening, biood- 
thirsty panics which have happened before 
in their history. Nineteen centuries of relig- 
ion, ten centuries of law and order will go 
for nothing with a people thoroughly fright- 
ened for their lives. There is but one way 
that dynamite can be fought, and that is 
with the shambles; the English people are 
not going to be potted like quails. If this 
fight narrows down to a struggle for exist- 
ence the irish, and unfortunately the inno- 
cent Lrish, will gotothe wall. The Anglo- 
Saxon makes a dangerous savage, as the in- 
sane fanatics who are goading him to fury 
will learn too late.

MATTHEW ARNOLD'S lecture on “Nuam- 
bers,”’ which he delivered in New York last 
night, is an attempt to show.that, in the his- 
tory of the world, the majority has been 
wrong and the remnant right.

It is démonstrable 
that many great truths in science, morals 
and government lrave been first recognized 
by the few and have but slowly won the ap- 
provalof the multitude. But itis just as 
true and as demonstrable that when truth 
and right have the support of the majority, 
there is always one of Mr. ARNOLD’s “rem- 
nants” arrayed in stubborn opposition. 
The fallacy upon which old world phil- 
osophers like CARLYLE and ARNOLD 
build their argument against the funda- 
mental principle of ,our political system and 
in favor ofthe rule of the few over the 
many, is therefore simply a reversible ab- 
straction, as destructive of their own 
position as of that which they would over- 
throw. When they put their remaant in 
power to rule over the many, no matter 
whether it is selected on account of birth, 
culture or property, it may be 4s unfit to 
rule as the ancien regime of France, as 
blindly hostile to scientific truth as was the 
learned clergy of GALILEO’s time, as meanly 
impure as the great Lord Bacon, as im- 
practicable as the :big-brained philosopher 
Lockr, when he undertook to frame a gov- 
ernment for Georgia, as hostile to ]i

the rough naturainess of a burgomaster. 
From this fact arose a notable illustration 
last night. His audience accepted the or- 
gatite peculiarities and artificial methods of 
the man as the assumed peculiarities of the 
character. But those who had seen him the 
night before as Matthias knew that the 
were the samein both roles. As Charles l, 
Mr. Irving has no warrant of melodramatic 
action. The heroism of Charles, eas here 
shown, is of a moral and affectionate nature, 
somewhat tothe disappointment of Crom- 
well.

with the star.”” Asfor her ability itis un- 
questioned; she has many manuerisins, and 
some of these peculiarities dé not strike 
favorably uutil they are better known. In 
the opinion of many her action is stagy, and 
she has peculiar methods of expression 
which evoked some negative criticism and 
will probably be better understood in tutare 
performances.

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A MASHER'’S VICTIM. 


Aurelia Larrieu Relates a Curious 
‘Story of Her Disappearance, 


Some Peculiar Statements Concerning Hurd’s 
Actions—The Disappearance of Miss Lar- 
rieu Explained in Detail—She Says She 
Was Drugged—A Marriage Certificate. 


As the Carondelet reporter yesterday ap- 
proached the residence of Mr. John Larrieu 
he heard the familiar tune of ‘‘Home, Sweet 
Honie,” and on entering the parlor found 
Miss Aurelia Larrieu seated at the piano, 
evidently well pleased at being once more 
sheltered by the paternal roof, and especial- 
ly at the hearty greeting she had received 
from her .aged grandmother, parents 
and sisters, as well as by many 
friends, who, exercising the divine 
spirit of charity, are disposed to look 
upon the young lady as being more sinned 
against than sinning. 

She is one of the number of young ladies 
who during tle past few months have made 
such decided sensations in this city by their 
sudden disappearance from home. Aurelia 
is not 18 years of age, of slender form, still 
quite girlieh, and it may also be truthfully 
added, quite guileless in aprearsas and gen- 
eraldeportment,and also of decidedly pleasant 
and attractive features. When asked by 
the reporter if she felt willing to give an 
account for publication of her adventures 
and travels with Hurd, 

HER EYES FILLED WITH TEARS, 
and with difticultv she could nerve herself to 
talk upon so painful a subject. She was ad- 
vised by both her father and mother to 
give as full and accurate an account 
as she was able, which was done, though at 
times the recital was interrupted by her 
sobs and tears. As is generally known, she 
was eaves by this man Hurd as sales- 
lady in his sewing machine office and fre- 
guently accompanied him among his patrons 
for the purpose of giving instruction. In 
response to an inquiry by the reporter 
as to whether or not Hurd 
had =s ever, before she left with 
him, acted with impropriety towards her,she 
stated that some two months previous to 
leaving, whilein the wagon together out in 
country, he said: ““Aury, how i do love you, 
and if | was to get a divorce from my wife, 
would you marry me?” In reply to this she 
stated that she expressed her indignation by 
saying she would jump rom the 
wagon, though raining hard, and 
Inake her way home afoot.

of candor and truthfulness, so much so in- 
deed that the reporter did not question it,

story. The letter received by her mother of 
their marriage at the Rock Church on Grand 
avenue, and staying over night at the South- 
ern Hotel, as wellas all the letters signed 
Aurelia Edwinin regard to her marriage in 
West Virginia, presents of jewelry, piano, 
etc., were written by him without 
her knowledge or consent. If these 
are false statements, then Aurelia Larrieu 
has rare faculties, indeed, for impressing one 
with the idea that she is telling the truth.

Awrelia took with her a fine gold chain, 
for which her father paid $25, and after her 
marriage and while in Lynn, Hurd, under 
petense of having somé repairs made to it,

same handwriting, thus corroborating what 
shie stated in regard to them. 
THE FATHER , 
intends now at once t ascertain sitively 
whether or not Hurd’s nigrriage at Brenham 
Texas, was a legal one,Gnd if not, he will 
immediately take the necessary steps to se- 
cure a divorce for his daughter. The certifi- 
cate states that his marriage to Aurelia Lar- 
rieu is his, Hurd’s second marriage, and she 
knowing thata former wife had obtained 
a divorce from him in Cambridge, 
|and as he showed her what _pur- 
ported to be a permission from the court 
to remarry, which he said he obtained after 
reaching Boston, satisfied, it appears, his 
last victim that the woman left behind in 
Missouri was not really his wife. An error 
in the requisition papers prevented Mr. Lar- 
rieu from bringiogHurd back,but he had the 
bracelets procured for the purpose of secur- 
ing and holding his prisoner had he been 
turned over to him.

Running the Gauntlet of Numer- 
ous Foes, 


_ — 
— 


Blown Out to Sea and Dashed Against Lights 
and Struck by Lightning. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 

“During this month,” said an amateur 
sportsman the other day, ‘‘tens of thousands 
of birds are running the gauntlet of innunt- 
erable dangersin their great flight to the 
South. There’s a quail,” pointing to a stuffed 
specimen in a book-case, “that came dashing 
inte my room one night, and was killed by 
the broken window-giass. Hardly a light- 
house inthe country but has been struck 
with birds of some kind or another and in 
many cases the light broken. On the island 
of Heligoland the lights have to be pro- 
tected in some way, as the birds that alight 
there during migration are legion. I have 
seen birds cut in two by flying against a tel- 

rraph wire, and thatis often the case in 
the country, especially with woodcock and 


uail. 
’ “The birds run all sorts of chances; but 
man probably heads the list as the most dan- 
gerous of their enemies. Every duck or goose 
that crosses an inhabited piace has a sports- 
man after it, and in some localities the 
slaughter is by the wholesale. In Italy the 
inhabitants takeadvantage of the habits of 
the birds to capture them in flocks. 
Mr. Cashing, the sculptor, told me that 
while in Italy he observed quail brought into 
Kome by the cart-load, and upon investiga- 
tion found that they were entrapped in nets. 
The people were familiar with the lines of 
flights, aud along shore placed nets that were 
abuut twenty feet high. ‘The birds on their 
northern journey were fat and heavy, and af- 
ter crossing the Mediterranean Sea always 
landed directly on the seashore, often in vast 
numbers, lying off, panting with exhaustion, 
some actuaily breaking open with the fall. 
W hen sufficient numbers had landed the net 
was suddenly lowered, and the birds thus 
coveted were rapidly killed with sticks or 
switches; the net was then raised, a cart 
backed up and the birds carted off to sell at 
less than a cent a piece. 
BIRDS IN THEIR FLIGHT. 

“Large herons have been found so strange- 
ly wounded and singed that it was evident 
that they bad been struck by lightning in 
the air. Smail birds are often drowned by 
being caught in a rain cloud or beaten to the 
ground.” ; - 

“Do birds fly high during migration? 
asked the reporter. 

“Asa rule they do,” was the reply. “Small 
bifds have been seen through a glass as high 
as a wile, aud this explains the supposed in- 
stinet in their flying with such certainty to 
certain locaiities, they recognizing the great 
physical features in the main and flying by 
them. Some of our birds reach South America 
and the robin goes in the spring far into the 
Arctic circle. The birds that follow the sea- 
shore have the danger of being blown far 
out to sea during gales of wind. 
Every one who has made a European 
voyage must haye noticed the land birds 
that come aboard the ship several days out 
to sea, often so fatigued that they are easily 
taker. I have hada gallinule alight near 
my boatinthe South so tired thatit was 
easily caught and made no attempt to fly. 
When cast away in this manner they are in 
just the same box thata Mother Carey’s 
chicken or an albatross would be if biown 
injand, the jutter not being able to fly from 
the shore. A fisherman off the Jersey Coast 
informed me,’’ continued the naturalist, 
“that during a heavy gale or squall Jast sum- 
wer several wood trhushes Were beaten out to 
where he was, five miles from the shore, and 
after vainly trying to breast the storm 
alighted in the boat, and actually flew duwn 
so that he took onein his hand, completely 
worn out and drenched with rain, and sv 
heavy that it could net have stood it much 
longer. 

“At such times birds. of course, lose all 
their fearand take to whatever they can. 
An old piece of wreckage has been observed 
at sea with loons, ducks, snipe, cranes and 
numbers of shore birds upon it, all victims 
of the same sturm that had wrecked the ves- 
sel, all blown out together. Many of our 
birds get out as far as Bahama and beyond, 
some accidentally and others by choice. The 
great masses of gulf weed that form what is 
called the Sargasso sea serve as a rest for 
many birds; the patches become matted to- 
gether, and floatingin the Gulf Stream are 
often populated with an ari-fauna, Any- 
thing that affords support is used. The great 
sunfish that rolls to and fro, drifting on the 
surface, has frequently served as a rest for 
some weary bird; also the great turtles and 
basking sharks. The rests may not uave 
been of long duration, but they sufficed to 
show what birds will do when put to the 
greatest straits.” 

MIGRATING ANIMALS. 
‘Are birds the ony animals that migrate?’ 
‘They are about the only ones that can get 
away,” replied the bird man. “The stay- 
behinds either make a living as best they 
inay or die, but there are a large number of 
animals that migrate, though not like the 
birds. Their movements, are governed by 
very different causes. ‘The most remarkable 
case is that of the lemmings, a small animal 
common in Norway and Sweden. They in- 
crease very rapidiv, and every five or ten 
years seem to arrive at the conclusion that 
something must be done, and off they go, 
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passing over great areas of jand, swimming 
streams and allowing nothing to prevent 
their progress. This march is kept up for 
several years, the animals breeding on the 
way and thriving in new fields, but the end 
From the nature of 
the country salt water is ultimately reached, 
and here ensues a curious scene. The ani- 
mais crowd on, taking the water probably 
fur a river that they have swam before, and 
rush in, and, of course, are drowned and 
washed up again in great heaps upon the 
shore. 
SQUIRRELS ON THEIR TRAVELS. 

“In South America a number of rodents 
migrate at certain times, generaily when the 
seeds of certain plants give out. Great 
bands then rvuam over the cultivated planta- 
tions, driving other animals before them and 
destroying every living creature. In the 
West great migrations of squirrels have 
been noticed, the little animals causing 
much destruction in their marches and even 
swimming riversin their passage in large 
bodies. ‘The migrations of anis are still 
more wonderfut. They march like a column 
of soldiers. A certain kind do the building 
of tunnels and bridges, while others attack 
foes and clear ‘the way of all invaders. 
The largest and most ferocious animals 
fiee . before the scourge and even human be- 
ings have been driven out of their houses. 
in one piace in Alrica these littie creatures 
entered astable and killed and ate a cow,’ 
leaving only the bones in the morning. ‘this 
ean easily be understood when it is known 
that the ants in the building were ina suvlia 
mass three feetdeep. Locusts and many 
animals migrate in vast numbers, often 
spreading the greatest devastation. Thus a 
number of years ago a swarm of locusts was 
biown into the Atlantic and they washed 
ashore in such masses that there was a pile 
four feet high and fifty miles long on the 
beach, the odor of which could be distin- 
guished. the same number of miles inland 
and created sickness and fever all along the 
shore.’

Thousands who visit Santa Barbara seek- 
ing pleasure fail to see the greatest curiosity 
that can te seen in this sectOon of California. 
It is doubtful whether a dozen persons have 
seen this beautiful natural picture, so se- 
cluded and concealed is its location. Mr. ‘T, 
S. Martin has in his yard in the rear of his 
residence on a street, nearly opposite the 
Occidental Hotel. a grape arbor of mammoth 
dimensions. While it does not cover as 
much space as id the celebrated “Centen- 
nia) yine” at Montecito, it is incomparably 
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wn with of ripe” lt com- 
pletely covers the lot, which is eighty feet 
wide. A strong: ork supports the 
luxuriant vine and its wealth of fruit. More 
than a thousand large ches of luscious 
black grapes hang suspended from this 
frame, some of them mf a seven or 
eight pounds each. ‘This arbor is used as a 
dining-room and kitchen, and is, without 
exception, the pleasantest dining-hail in the 
State. Over and above this extensive cano- 
py of ripe grapes is & mammoth-sized fig 
tree, also loaded with fruit, so that Mr. Mar- 
tin and tamily literdlly carry out the biblical 
saying of living benexth one’s own vine and 
fig tree. Last year tltis Vine, which is of the 
mission variety, three tons of 
grapes; this year 16 almost as large a 
crop. Mr..Martin gathered about 900 pounds 
of ripe grapes in ~ condition from this 
vine on the 3d of last. January, while our 
far-off Eastern friesds were snow-bound 
and suffering from frost. Tne vine was 
Planted in 1868, so that it may be considered 
fifteen years old. It is well worth going 
miles to see as one of thé greatest curiosities 
on the southern coast. -

A STRIKING CHASE AT SEA. 


The Remarkable Escape of a Con- 


federate Privateer in. 1865. 
J. F. Mackie in the Philadelphia Weekly Times. 


We were now within less than two miles 
of the flying stranger when we opened fire 
on her from our eleven-inch pivot, aneronlns 
a sheil right under her bow and nearly dei- 
uging the blockader’s decks with water, but 
doing no further harm.

|. MAYNE REID IN MEXICO. 


How He Gallantly Led the Forlors 
Hope at Chapultepec. 
J. fT. Trowbridge in November St. Nicholas. 


The castle of Chapultepec, commandi 
the great road to Mexico, was success 
stormed by our troops on the 13th of Septem- 
ber, 1847. Reid was in command of the 
grenadief company of New York velunteerd 
and a detachment of United States marines, 
with orders to guard a battery which the 
had thrown up. ‘The morning of the 13t 
was fixed for the assault. he batteries 
weré ordered to cease firing at 11 o'clock, 
and the attack began. 

‘~ Reid and the artillery officers, a by 
their guns, watched the advance of the line 
with intense anxiety, which became appre- 
henston when they saw that about half-way 
up the slope there was a halt, ‘I knew,” he 
saysin his account, “that if Chapultepec 
was not taken neither weuld the city be, and 


failing that, not a man of us might ever 


leave the valley of Mexico alive. 

Asking leave of the senior engineer officer 
to join the storming party with his men, he 
obtained it with the words, ‘Go, and ¢ 
with you!” He was offat once, with his 
volunteers and marines, Aftera quick run 
across the intervening ground, they came up 
with the storming party under the brow of 
the hill, where it had halted to wait the 
scaling ladders. ‘*At this point,” says*Lieut. 
Marshall, of the Fifteenth Infantry, “the 
fire from the castle was so continuous and 
fatal that the men faltered, and several 
officers were wounded while urging them on, 
At this moment I noticed Lieut. Mayne 
Reld, of the New York volunteers; I 
noticed him more particularly at the time on 
account of the very brilliant uniform he 
wore. He suddenty jumped tw his feet, —_ 
calling upon those around tw follow, an 
without looking around to ‘see whether he 
was sustained or not, pushed on almost 
alone to the very walls.” 

Reid’s action was not quite so reckless as 
this accountofan eye-wiiness would make 
itapvear. The outer wall of the castle was 
commanded by three pieces of cannon on the 
parapet, vhiah, loaded with grape and can- 
ister, fearfully decimated the ranks of the 
Americans at every discharge. ‘To advance 
seemed certain death. But death seemed 
equally certain whether the assailants re- 
treated or remained where they were. Such 
is his own explanation of his conduct. 

“Men!” he shouted out ina ye ee 
lull of the conflict, “if we don’t take Chaprfl- 
tepee the American army is lost! Let us 
charge up the walis!” ; 

Voices answered: “We will charge if any 
one will lead us!’ “We're ready!” 

“Come on! Vil lead you!”’ shouted Capt. 
Reid, as he bravely leaped over the scarp 
that had temporarily sheltered: them, and 
made the charge already described. There 
was no need, he says, to look back to see if 
he was followed. He knew that his men 
would not have been there unless prepared 
to go where he led. About half-way up he 
saw the parapet crowded with Mexican ar- 
tillerists on the point of discharging a _ vol- 
ley. Heavoidedit by throwing himself on 
his face, recviving ouly a slight wound in his 
sword-haud, another shot cutting his cloth- 
ing. Instantly on his feet again, he made 
forthe wall, in front of which he was 
brought down by a Mexican ounce ball tear- 
ing turough his thigh. All the testimony 

oes to show that he was first be- 
at the wall of Chapuitepec. Reid's 
lieutenant, Hypolite Dardonville, a young 
Frenchman, mounting the scaling ladders 
with the foremost, tore down the Mexican 
flag from its staff. Before that, however, 
Reid was observed by Lieut. Cochrane of 
the Voltigeurs. Cochrane was —— for 
the castie with his men when, before him, 
scarcely ten yards from the wall, an officer 
of infantry and a comrade were shot and 
fell. ‘‘They were the only two at the time,” 
he says in his statement, “‘whom I saw in 
advance of me on the rock upon which we 
were scrambling.”” Reaching the wall, Cech- 
rane ordered two men “‘to go back a little 
way and assist the ladders up the hill.” As 
they passed the spot where the wounded of- 
ficer lay, he raised himself with evident pain 
and sang out aboye the din and rattle of 
musketry, imploring the men to stand firm: 

“Don’t leave that wall!’ he cried, ‘“‘or we 
shall all be cut to pieces. Hold on, and the 
castle is ours!” 

Gochrane answered to reassure him: 
“There is no danger, Captain, of our leaving 
this! Never fear!’’ Then the ladders came, 
the rush was made and the castle fell. 

“The wounded officer,’’ Cochrane contin- 
ues, “proved to be Lieut. Mayne Reid of the 
New York volunteers.” 

Lieut. Marshall, to whom we are indented 
fr that vivid glimpse of the young officer in 
“his very brifliant uniform,” describes the 
effect produced by the exploit-—all those who 
witnessed or knew of it pronouncing it 
“without exception the bravest and most 
brilliant achievement performed by a single 
individual during the campaign.’”’

BALDNESS, 


What Occasions It and How It Can Be 
Avoided.

O. Lassar has continued his observations 
on the nature of premature baldness, and 
has further convinced himself of the com- 
municability of at least the form associated 
with dandruff. When the hairs which fall 
off in such cases are collected, rubbed up 
with vasaline, and the ointment so made is 


‘rubbed among the fur of rabbits or white 


mice baldness rapidly makes itself visible 
pny & parts so treated. ‘That this is not due 
to the vasaline was shown by anointing oth- 
eranimals with the vasaline aioue, which 
produced no effect whatever. He considers 
that the disease is spread by hairdressers, 
who employ combs and brushes to their cus- 
tomers one after anvther without any regu- 
lar cleansing to these articles after each time 
they are used. During the frequent visits 
to the hairdressers it can scarcely fail that 
prualee are used which have shortly before 

n dressing the hair of one affected with 
so common a complaint as scaly baidness. 
Females, he thinks, aré less often affected 
with this form of baidness because the hair 
dresser muré frequently attends to them at 
their own homes, and tuere uses their combs 
and brushes. In order to prevent,-as far as 
possible, the commencement of alopecia pre- 
matura, the hair should be eut and d 
at home and with one’s own implements,and 
these thoroughly clean. When it has begun, 
the following mode of treatment is suggest- 
ed: The scalp is to be daily soaped with tar 
or fluad glycerine potash soap, which is to be 
rubbed in fur Sfteen minutes firmly. The 
head is then to be drenched with, first, warm 
water, and then gradually colder water. A 
two per cent corrosive sublimate lotion is 
next to be pretty freely applied. The head 
is then to be dr and the rvots of the hair 
are to have a haif per cent solution of pap- 
thol in spirit rubbed into them. Finally, & 
pomade of one and one-half to two per cent 
carbuiic or salicylic oil is to be used *te the 
head. ‘This treatment has now in many cases 
brought the disease not only to a stand, but 
the hair has been to a considerabie extent re-

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"FLIGHT OF BIRDS. 


Running the Gauntlet of Numer- 
ous Foes, 


_ — 
—— 


Blown Out to Sea and Dashed Against Lights 
and Struck by Lightning. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 


“During this month,” said an amateur 
sportsman the other day, ‘‘tens cf thousands 
of birds are running the gauntlet of innuni- 
erable dangersin their great flight to the 
South. There’s a quail,” pointing to a stuffed 
specimen in a book-case, “that came dashing 
inte my room one night, and was killed by 
the broken window-giass. Hardly a light- 
house inthe country but has been struck 
with birds of some kind or another and in 
many cases the light broken. On the island 
of Heligoland the tights have to be pro- 
tected in some way, as the birds that alight 
there during migration are legion. I have 
seen birds cut in two by flying against a tel- 

‘raph wire, and thatis often the case in 
t ot ceed especially with woodcock and 


uail. 

“The birds run all sorts of chances; but 
man probably heads the list as the most dan- 
gerous of their enemies. Every duck or goose 
that crosses an inhabited piace has a sports- 
man after it, and im some localities the 
slaughter is by the wholesale. In Italy the 
inhabitants takeadvantage of the habits of 
the birds to capture them in flocks. 
Mr. Cushing, the sculptor, told me that 
while in Italy he observed quail brought into 
Kome by the cart-load, and upon investiga- 
tion found that they were entrapped in nets. 
The people were familiar with the lines of 
flights, aud along shore placed nets that were 
abuut twenty feet high. ‘che birds on their 
northern journey were fat and heavy, and af- 
ter crossing the Mediterranean Sea always 
landed directly on the seashore, often in vast 
numbers, lying off, panting with exhaustion, 
some actually breaking open with the fall. 
W hen sufficient numbers had landed the net 
was suddenly lowered, and the birds thus 
coveted were rapidly killed with sticks or 
switches; the met was then raised, a cart 
backed up and the birds carted off to sell at 
less than a cent a piece. : 

BIRDS IN THEIR FLIGHT. 

“Large herons have been found so strange- 
ly wounded and singed that it was evident 
that they bad been strack by lightning in 
the air. Small birds are often drowned by 
being caught in a rain cloud or beaten to the 
ground.”’ 

“Do birds fly high during migration?” 
asked the reporter. 

“Asa rule they do,” wasthereply. “Small 
bifds have been seen through a glass as high 
as a wile, aud this explains the supposed in- 
stinctin their flying with such certainty to 
certain localities, they recognizing the great 
physical features in the main and flying by 
them. Some of our birds reach South America 
and the robin goes in the spring far into the 
Arctic circle. ‘The birds that follow the sea- 
shore have the danger of being blown far 
out to sea during gales of wind. 
Every one who has made a European 
voyage must haye noticed the land birds 
that come aboard the ship several days out 
to sea, often so fatigued that they are easily 
taker. I have hada gallinule alight near 
my boatin the South so tired thatit was 
easily caught and made no attempt to fly. 
When cast away in this manner they are in 
just the same box thata Mother Carey’s 
chicken or an albatross would be if biown 
injand, the latter not being able to fly from 
the shore. A fisherman off the Jersey Coast 
informed me,”’ continued the naturalist, 
“that during a heavy gale or squall last sum- 
wer several wood trhushes Were beate! out to 
where he was, five miles from the shore, and 
after vainly trying to breast the storm 
alighted in the boat, and actually flew duwn 
so that he took onein his hand, completely 
worn out .and drenched with rain, and sv 
heavy that it could not have stood it much 
longer. 

“At such times birds. of course, lose all 
their fearand take to whatever they can. 
An old piece of wreckage has been observed 
at sea with loons, ducks, snipe, cranes and 
numbers of shore birds upon it, all victims 
of the same sturm that had wrecked the ves- 
sel, all blown out together. Many of our 
birds get out as far as Bahama and beyond, 
some accidentally and others by choice. The 
great masses of gulf weed that form what is 
called the Sargasso sea serve as a rest for 
many birds; the patches become matted to-

often populated with an ari-fauna. Any- 
thing that affords support is used. The great 
sunfish that rolls to and fro, drifting on the 
surface, has frequently served as a rest for 
some weary bird; also the great turtles and 
basking sharks. The rests may not uave 
been Pg long duration, but they sufficed to 
show what birds will do when put to the 
greatest straits.” 
MIGRATING ANIMALS. 

“‘Are birds the ony animais that migrate ?”’ 

‘They are about the only ones that can get 
away,” replied the bird man. “The stav- 
behinds either make a living as best they 
inay or die, but there are a large number of 
animals that migrate, though not like the 
birds. ' Their movements, are governed by 
very different causes. The most remarkable 
case is that of the lemmings, a small animal 
common in Norway and Sweden. They in- 
crease very rapidiv, and every five or ten 
years seein to arrive at the con¢lusion that 
something must be done, and off they go, 
passing over great areas of jand, swimming 
streams and allowing nothing to prevent 
their progress. This-march is kept up for 
several years, the animals breeding on the 
way and thriving in new fields, but the end 
of this is a catastrophe. From the nature of 
the country salt water is ultimately reached, 
and here ensues a curious scene. The ani- 
mals crowd on, taking the water probably 
fur a river that they have swam before, and 
rush in, and, of course, are drowned and 
washed up again in great heaps upon the 
shore. 

SQUIRRELS ON THEIR TRAVELS. 

“In South America a number of rodents 
migrate at certain times, generally when the 
seeds of certain plants give out. Great 
bands then rvuam over the cultivated planta- 
tions, driving other animals before them and 
destroying every living creature. In the 
West great migrations of squirrels have 
been noticed, the little animals causing 
nuch destruction in their marches and even 
swimming riversin their passage in large 
bodies. ‘The migrations of anis are still 
more wonderful. They march like a column 
of soldiers. A certain kind do the building 
of tunnéis and bridges, while others attack 
foes and clear the way of all invaders. 
The largest and most ferocious animals 
fiee . before the scourge and even human be- 
ings have been driven out of their houses. 
in one piace in Alrica these littie creatures 
entered astable and killed and ate a cow,’ 
leaving only the bones in the morning. ‘this 
ean easily be understood when it is known 
that the ants in the building were ina svlia 
mass three feetdeep. Locusts and many 
animals migrate in vast numbers, often 
spreading the greatest devastation. Thus a 
number of years ago a swarm of locusts was 
biown into the Atlantic and they washed 
ashore in such masses that there was a pile 
four feet high and fifty miles long on the 
beach, the odor of which could be distin- 
guished the same number of imiles inland 
and created sickness and fever all along the 


shore.”

.) MAYNE REID IN MEXICO. 
How He Gallantly Led the Forlors 
Hope at Chapultepec. 

J. 2. Trowbridge in November St. Nicholas. 

The castle of Chapultepec, commanding 

the great road to Mexico, was successfally 
stormed by our troops on the 13th of Septem- 
ber, 1847. Reid was in command of the 
Rrenadier company of New York velunteers 
and a detachment of U nited States marines, 
with orders to guard a battery which they 
had thrown up. ‘The morning of thel 
was fixed for the assault. he batteries 
weré ordered to cease firing at 11 o'clock, 
and the attack began. 
*- Reid andthe artillery officers, standing by 
their guns, watched the advance of the line 
with intense anxiety, which became appre- 
henston when they saw that about half-way 
up the slope there was a halt, “I knew,” he 
saysin his account, “that if Chapultepeo 
was not taken neither weuld the city be, and 
failing that, not a man of us might ever 
leave the valley of Mexico alive. 

Asking leave of the senior engineer officer 
to join the storming party with his men, he 
obtained it with the words, ‘““Go, and God be 
with you!” He was offat once, with his 
volunteers and marines, Aftera quick run 
across the intervening ground, they came up 
with the storming party under the brow of 
the hill, where it had halted to wait the 
scaling ladders. ‘At this point,” says‘Lieut. 
Marshall, of the Fifteenth Infantry, “the 
fire from the castle was so continuous and 
fatal that the men faltered, and séveral 
officers were wounded while urging them on. 
At this moment I noticed Lieut. Mayne 
Reld, of the New York volunteers; I 
noticed him more particularly at the time on 
account of the very brilliant uniform he 
wore. He suddenty juniped to his feet, = 
calling upon those around tw follow, an 
without looking. around to ‘see whether he 
was sustained or not, pushed on almost 
alone to the very walls.” 

Reid’s action was not quite so reckless ag 
this accountofan eye-wiiness would make 
itappear. The outer wall of the castle was 
coumanded by three pieces of cannon on the 
parapet, which, loaded with grape and can- 
ister, fearfully decimated the ranks of the 
Americans atevery discharge. ‘To advance 
seemed certain death. But death seemed 
equally certain. whether the assailants re- 
treated or remained where they were. Such 
is his own explanation of his conduct. 

“Men!” he shouted out ina momentary 
lull of the conflict, “if we don’t take Chaprfl- 
tepee the American army is lost! Let us 
charge up the walis!” 

Vuices answered: “We will charge if any 
one will lead us!” *We’re ready!” 

“Come on! I’ lead you!”’ shouted Capt. 
Reid, as he bravely leaped over the scarp 
that had temporarily sheltered: them, and 
made the charge already described. There 
Was no need, he says, to look back to see if 
he was followed. He knew that his men 
would not have been there unless prepared 
to go where he led. About half-way up he 
saw the parapet crowded with Mexican ar- 
tillerists on the point of discharging a _ vol- 
ley. Heavoidedit by throwing himself on 
his face, receiving ouly a slight wound in his 
sword-hand, another shot cutting his cloth- 
ing. Instantly on his feet again, he made 
forthe wall, in front of which he was 
brought down by a Mexican ounce ball tear- 
ing turough his thigh. All the testimony 

oes to show that he was first be- 
oye the wall of Chapuitepec. Reid’s 
lieutenant, Hypolite Dardonville, a young 
Frenchman, mounting the scaling ladders 
with the foremost, tore down the Mexican 
flag from its staff. Before that, however, 
Reid was observed by Lieut. Cochrane of 
the Voltigeurs. Cochrane was pasning for 
the castie with his men when, before him, 
scarcely ten yards from the wall, an officer 
of infantry and a comrade were shot and 
fell. ‘They were the unly two at the time,” 
he says in his statement, ‘“‘whom I saw in 
advance of me on the rock epee which we 
were scrambling.’’ Reaching the wall, Coch- 
rane ordered two men “to go back a little 
way and assist the ladders up the hill.” As 
they passed the spot where the wounded of- 
ficer lay, he raised himself with evident pain 
and sang out aboye the din and rattle of 
musketry, imploring the men to stand firm: 

“Don’t leave that wall!’’ he cried, “or we 
shall all be cut to pieces. Hold on, and the 
castle is ours!’ 

Cochrane answered to reassure him: 
“There is no danger, Captain, of our leaving 
this! Never fear!’’ Then the ladders came, 
the rush was made and the castle fell. 

“The wounded officer,’’ Cochrane contin- 
ues, “proved to be Lieut. Mayne Reid of the 
New York volunteers.” 

Lieut. Marshall, to whom we are indepted 
fur that vivid glimpse of the young officer in 
“his very brifliant uniform,” describes the 
effect produced by the exploit-—all those who 
witnessed or knew of it pronouncing it 
“without exception the bravest and most 
brilliant achievement performed by a single 
individual during the campaign.” 


BALDNESS, 


What Occasions It and How It Can Be 
Avoided. 
From the Boston Medical Journal, - 

©. Lassar has continued his observations 
onthe nature of premature baldness, and 
has further convinced himseif of the com- 
municability of at least the form associated 
with dandruff. When the hairs which fall 
off in such cases are collected, rubbed up 
with vasaline, and the ointment so made is 


‘rubbed among the fur of rabbits or white 


mice baldness rapidly makes itself visible 
on the parts so treated. ‘That this is not due 
to the vasaline was shown by anointing oth- 
er animals with the vasaline alone, which 
produced no effoct whatever. He considers 
that the disease is spread by hairdressers, 
who employ combs and brushes to their cus- 
tumers one after anuther without any regu- 
lar cleansing to these articles after each time 
they are used. During the frequent visits 
tu the hairdressers it can scarcely fail that 
rushes are used which have shortly before 
n dressing the hair of one affected with 
so common acomiplaint as scaly baldness. 
Females, he thinks, are less often affected 
with this form of baldness because the hair 
dresser moré frequentiy attends to them at 
their own homes, and tuere uses their combs 
and brushes. In order to prevent, as far as 
possible, the commencement of alopecia pre- 
matura, the hair should be eut and d 
at home and with one’s own implements,and 
tirese thoroughly clean. When it has begun, 
the following mode of treatment is suggest- 
ed: The scalp is to be daily soaped with tar 
or flud glycerine potash soap, which is to be 
rubbed in fur fifteen minutes firmly. The 
head is then to be drenched with, first, warm 
water, and then gradually colder water. A 
two per cent corrosive sublimate lotion is 
next to be pretty freely applied. The head 
is then to be dr and the rvota of the hair 
are to have a half per cent solution of nap- 
thol in spirit rubbed inte them. Finally, & 
pomade of one and one-half to two per cent 
carbuiic or salicylic oil is to be used’*to the 
head. ‘This treatment has now in many cases 
ht the disease not only to a stand, but 
the hair has been to a considerabie extent re- 


stored. «
